English financiers, by controlling the 
policy of England, control, through 
the Republican party, the financial 
policy of the United States. 


4. If the increased production of 


gold in the Klondike and the importa- 
tion of gold from Europe have in- 
creased the volume of money and im- 
proved times, it in evident that more 
money makes better times; and times 
could be still further improved and 
the improvement made permanent by 
the restoration of bimetallism, which 
would make silver as well as gold 
available for coinage. 


5. If it was more difficult to main- 


tain the parity between gold and silver 
when the supply of silver was increas- 
ing, it must now be easier to main- 
tain the parity since the supply of 
gold is increasing. 


"On the trust question, I suggest 


the following propositions for your 
consideration: 


"1. The trust is a menace to the 


welfare of tha people of the United 
States, because it creates a monopoly 
and gives to the few in control of the 
monopoly almost 
unlimited 
power 


over the lives and happiness of con/ 
aumers, employes and producers of 
raw material. 


"2. The president appoints the at- 


torney general and can, if he desires, 
secure an attorney general who will 
enforce the anti-trust laws. 


"S. The attorney general can recom- 


mend sufficient laws, if present laws

"In the Philippine question, certain 


fundamental principles are involved. 
(1) There are but two sources of gov- 
ernment—force and 
consent, mon- 


archies being founded upon force, re- 
publics upon consent. (2) The Declara- 
tion of Independence asserts that all 
governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed. 
(3) If the Declaration of Independence 
is sound, we cannot rightfully acquire 
title to the Philippine Islands by con- 
quest or by purchase from an alien 
monarch, to whose rebellious subjects 
we ourselves furnished arms.

the Filipinos are and of right ought 
to be free, they should be immediately 
assured of our nation's intention to 
give them independence as soon as a 
stable government can be established.

will very clearly demonstiate. Indeed, 
instead of running out, the last ten 
years will show that he has got almost 
as good a hold on life as the most fa- 
vored of our people.' The poems regret- 
ting his passing away will have to be 
stored for some years. The Indian of 
late years has been generally engaged 
in minding his o%vn business. He is not 
much improved morally from what he 
was, 
but he has not fallen behind to 


any noticeable extent. It is a case of 
the survival of the fittest, and, while 
eventually the Indian will have to go, 
he is not gathering up his traps and 
getting ready to start as yet. Those 
who regard the Indian as a scattered 
race, existing in small camps in the far 
west, will be considprablj' informed 
when I can tell them that there is to- 
day a record of 250,000 Indians, in the 
Western states. There ui e many kinds 
tnerc. The Choctaws number over 15,- 
000; 
the Creeks even more; the Semi- 


nolefl about 3,500; the Cherokees about 
30,000; Chickasaws about 8,500. There 
are over 10,000 Indians in the BIX na- 
tions of New York state alone. The In- 
dian is still in it, and will be in it for 
many years yet, and I would not be 
surprised if the coming- census will 
ihow that there are over 300,000 of 
them."

Who Snnnonuted aiany 


DimcnKlci. 


The honors of the commencement 


ixercisea at the South Carolina college 
his year were carried off by John B 
Jwearingen, of Edgefield, S. C., who 
las been totally blind since he was 
se\ en years old, i eports the Buffalo Fx 
>ress. Sweariugen stood higher than 
ny man since the college was estab 
iehed early in the century. In such 
branches as mathematics and astron' 
my, where the bense of sight would 
naturally be regarded as of the utmost 
mportiince, he has acl^ed remarka 
ble success. One professor says, for 
instance, that Swearingen answered 
with two minutes' thought a complex 
mathematical proposition that has not 
been answered by another student in 
the college. He appears to have a per- 
fect conception of relative positions 
nnd distances, and he experience's 110 
difficulty in drawing geometrical fig- 
ures. It would be interesting to know 
how much of his present conception 
of these things Is due to knowledge 
gained consciously or unconsciously be- 
fore he became blind. A child of seien 
years generally has a prettj good idea 
of form, though not bo good of dis- 
tance. If he were an unusually bright 
child, as Swearingen probably was, 
these ideas would be much advanced, 
while in either case they vould be last- 
ing-. Sweariuggn i& ambitious, but is 
undecided whether to become a min- 
ister or a lawyer. His teachers believe 
he would adorn either profession.
